At the end of that time if no
one was sufficlently Interested In the
remalns of an Inmate to pay his rent
for another five yeurs his bones were
thrown on a heap at the back of the
cemetery, Imagine the “shimmy” the
fMekh on an ancestor-worshiping China-
man's backbone would perform should
ha behold the quene of one of his pro-
genltors protruding from this Golgotha,

Out from the walled clty near the
bay shore ls Luneta, a small amuse-
ment park, and Wallace fleld, used
for sports and the anoual earnival.

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WHAT'S IN THE NAME
“AMERICA"

Milllons slng “Ameriea’: comparn-
tively few know the origin of the
name, Its history and its symbolism
nre described In & communication to
the National Geographle soclety by
Johd H. Finley as follows:

“‘America’~a name that was first
henrd on the planet, or at any rate
first put on a printed page, according
to the best muthorities, In the vilinge
of 8t, Die, among the Vosges moun-
tains In the east of France, often call-
od the baptismal font of Amerion, .

“On a pligrimuge to this valley of
the Vosges somé years ago, 1 found
atill standing the clolsters where the
scholars had lived who wrote “Tha In-
troduction to Ptolemy's Cosmography’
~the book In which 1t was suggested
that the name ‘Americn’ be given to
the newly«llscoversd fourth continent
wand who grepared the now fumous
map on which the emerging continent
wan ldentified, There, too, I found
the site of the old printing shop, and
the house itself in which the printer,
Joun Basgin, had lved,

“At the begloning of the war the
Germans bhad oecupled It, and in 1817
thelr guns looked down upon It from
the ‘blue line of the Vosges' The
cloisters, close under the mountainm,
1 found In & recent amd second pil-
grimage had not been damaged, buat
there were many houses that hud been
destroyed by shell or by wanton fAre,
though Jean Basin's was stlll stand-
ng.

“Hurope could not readily forget the
geography of s Infancy and child-
hood, but Americk bogan from its God.
fearing settlement with an astronomy
of Infinite distances, with a geography
pariaking of the sky as well as of the
pen and land.

Now that the dinosaur Is with us,
potentially, big game enthusinsts will
be Interested In this description of pre-
historic blg game, quoted from 4 com-
munication to the Nutlonal Geographie
soclety by Barnum Brown:

"Today we must go to Africa for the
blggest gane; but there was a time
in the dim distant past when America
produced anlmals larger than any now
lving. That was so long ngo that
pothing remning of these creatures ex-
copt thelr bones, and they are turned
to stone,

“The anlmals are dinosaurs; for
the moment we will call them lizards—
not the creepldg, crawling kind, but
huge reptiles that stlked  upright
through the jungies, rivaling in size
the elephant, the hippopotamus and
the rhinoceros, \

“The place Is Alberta, Canada, and
the time of thelr existence 3,000,000
YOArs ugo.

“In these marshes of prehlstoric
times dwelt a host of rep.lles, some
large, some amaull and of various forms,
flesh eaters and herb eaters, but all
sharing certain characters In common
and known as dinosaurs. Not any
were closaly related to any llyving rep-
tile, yet they had some characters
common to the lizards, crocodlles and
birds,

“Of the kinds characteristic of the
perfod one species, a herb eater named
Trachodon, was more than 80 feet long
and sbout 15 feet-high when standing
erect. Itg head, with broadiy-expand-
o0 mouth, resembles that of a duck,
but back of the benk there are more
than 2,000 small teeth, disposed In
many  vertical rows each containing
several Individual teeth, the new ones
coming up frown below as the old ones
ware out.

“The long hind legs terminated In
three large-hoofed toes, and the short-
er, slender front feet were partly
webbed, A long, thin, slender tall act-
ol as a powerful swimming organ, and
the body was covered with rough tu-
harculate skin, Having no means of
defense, it llyed chigfly ln the water,
where 1t was free from attacks of the
flash eaters.”

SEA SLEDS FOR AIRPLANES

Speed of Gilant Floats Makes the
Taking Off From Small Space &
Matter of Ease.

(3iant sea sleds capable of carrying
atrplades out in midocean are being
developed by a Boston coneern, Some
are equipped with four motors, total-
ing 1,760 horsepower, and have =&
gpoed of 55 miles an hour.

In the event of war with a forelgn
natlon these sea sleds would be util-
izged to transport heavy bombing
planes acroas the ocean, Thousands
could be sent at a comparatively low
COnt.

While 1t Is possible for an alrplane
to leftve the deck of a sea sled, there
s not sufficient room for a landing to
be made. The flying machine would
have to work out Its own salvation
once ita wheels left the sled,

These sea sleds are bullt to lft and
run on the surfnce of the water, When
n speed of 00 miles an hour 18 reached
it Is possible for an alrplane to open
ite motors and leave the deek without
any further runway.

Kxperiments made off the New Eng-
land coast show that o small airplane
cnn “tuke off when the sea sled Is
making but 40 miles an hour In a
heavy sen, Other tests are belng made
to develop the high power planing sea
glods into pleasure craft as well as for
military and naval purposes,
